As a result of their meeting with 
the advisory board and the board of 
trustees of the Lethbridge Northern 
Irrigation project on Thursday 
afternoon and evening, the follow- 
ing statement was made by the Hon. 
V. W. Smith, minister in charge of 
irrigation, and the Hon. J. E. Brown 
lee, attorney general, on behalf of 
the provincial government. 

“The act recently enacted by the 
legislature was passed after careful 
and mature consideration and em- 
bodies most of the recommendations 
made by Dr, Widstoe, an expert of 
the highest standing, brought in by 
the government to investigate condi- 
tions on the project. 

Coalhurst Statement. 

“The colonization manager made 
a statement at a meeting held 
Coalhurst on Aug. 5, setting out in 
detail his interpretation of the act. 
A copy of this statement has been 


forwarded to every water user in 
the district. With this statement 
the government is in full accord. 
No changes in the act are con 


templated. 

“The board of trustees in the dis 
cussion today have emphasized the 
question of owners of surplus lands 
and the measure of relief that may 
granted to such This 
point was also emphasized in 
resolution passed at a meeting

farmed by the water user according 
to the requirements of good irriga- 
tion farming. To this end the best

the home place basis. To adopt this 
suggestion would delay making all 
and available for settlement, would 
encourage the holding of land for 
higher prices that may come from 
general development work, and 
would discourage that intensive con- 
centration on the home place that is 
to success.

PEACE, SILENCE REIGN IN 
U. S. HARD COAL FIELDS 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 1,—An- 
thracite mining is at a standstill in 
the Pennsylvania fields. The strike 
of 158,000 miners began at midnight 
and not a wheel will be turned today 
in the 828 big mines and breakers in 
10 counties of Northwestern Penn- 
sylvania. The last car of coal has 
been loaded until after a settlement 


of the wage dispute between the 
union and operators has been 
reached, 


A peaceable but complete tieup of 
the hard coal fields was reported 
today as a result of the suspension 
instituted by 158,000 mine workers 
at midnight. 

The last of the miners quit the 
pits on the stroke of 12, which 
terminated the late two-year con- 
tract with the operators. Work will 
not be resumed until the contract is 
renewed. Attempts to negotiate re- 
newal have so far failed. The de- 
parture of the last squads of the 
men was business like, however, and 
unmarked by any show of feeling. 

The first shift of the 10,000 
maintenance men who will police the 
mines throughout the suspension by 
mutual agreement with the owners, 
took their assigned places without 
any hitches. In return for the con- 
tinued employment these men are 
required by the union to contribute 
from each semi-monthly pay 
cheque te the union emergency fund. 
The operators will thus contribute 
about $100,000 to the union’s war 
chest.

through the night the coal 
trains toiled over the mountains, 
loaded gondolas outward bound; 
long strings of empties trailing back | 
to the mines for fresh loads. Rail- 
road officials expect in another 40 
hours to dispose of the traffie rush 
which reached its peak just before 
the week-end. Their success, how- 
ever, will also spell the laying off 
of some ten thousand railway men, 
shop employes and train crews on 
local and through coal runs. 


The coal mining towns saw holi- 


day activity today. Amusement 
centers throughout the region had a 
heavy attendance of miners and 


their families. Miners’ days were 
advertised here and there. 

Many of the men, domestically in- 
clined, indicated they planned 
spend the time at home putting on 
porches, patching roofs, attending to 
improvements long put off for lack 


to 


of time. The hammer and paint 
brush for the time being are to re- 
place the pick and shove! 

The closing day of the old con- 
tract was marked by a gradual 


tapering off in production through- 
out the fields. Many of the miners 
failed to return yesterday from the 
week end. Many mines operated 
short handed, 

John L. Lewis, international presi- 
dent of the union, at his headquar 
ters here, “publicly went the bond of 
the coal diggers to keep the peace.” 

In his announcement he also took 
occasion to castigate the miners for 
what he called the lack of sincerity 
in their attempts to negotiate a new 
contract to replace the old one. 


W. W. Inglis, president of the 
Glan Alden Coal company, and 
chairman of the anthracite opera- 


tors’ scale committee, stated that the 
present situation was unfortunate 
and unnecessary. He placed the 
blame upon the union leaders, 
SWAMPSCOTT, Mass., Sept. 1. 

There were no indications today that 
the federal government would take a 
hand in the wage scale dispute be 
tween hard coal operators and min- 
ers. Now that suspension of opera- 
tions has become a reality there is 
declared to be still no likelihood that 
President Coolidge contemplates 
move other than to do what he can 
to insure an adequate fuel supply in 
anthracite coal consuming territory.

SANITARY ASPECTS OF FARM 
WATER SUPPLY 

It a well-known fact that with 

the introduction of public water sup 

plies in cities and towns which had 

previously been dependent on dom- 


estic wells, the death rate from 
typhoid fever, the most serious of 
water-borne diseases, has been de- 


cfeased to a remarkable extent. 

In our country districts, however, 
where the scattered population 
makes the establishment of a public 
water supply system impossible, the 
farmer is forced to depend upon his 
own domestic source, which is, in 
most cases, the shallow well. That 
such a well can be a source of posi- 
tive danger from typhoid, dysentery, 
diarrhoea and other disorders has 
been amply proven, but still many 
farmers do not realize fully the im- 
portance of a pure unpolluted water 
supply, or the danger to their fami- 
lies and their stock lurking in con 
taminated water. 

The location of the farm well is 
frequently faulty and denotes a lack 
of knowledge of the danger to 
health from water when there is 
any chance of drainage or leaking 
from such sources of pollution as 
barnyards, cess pools, privy, manu 
red fields, sink drains, ete. Not only 
should the well be placed at a rea- 
sonable distsnce from such sources 
of filth, (say 40-50 yards) but also, 
if possible, on higher ground. The 
more porous the ground, the great- 
er should be the distance from any 
contaminating source. 

Even when the well is removed 
from any source of pollution, the 
ground water should be made to 
filter through at least 12 to 15 feet 
of soil before entering the well. Soil 
tends to remove germs and im- 
purities from surface washings. The 
water, however, should be made to 
really filter through the soil by in- 
suring that the sides of the well, 
for depth of 12 to 15 feet are 
tight and impervious to water. The 


top naturally, should be so con- 
structed that no contamination can 
possibly enter 

Water may be seriously polluted 


without showing this by its taste or 
appearance. A bright sparkling wat- 
er is by no means a guarantee of a 
pure supply. When however, water 
from a well becomes cloudy or tur- 
bid after a heavy rain, there 
evidently some defect, for this can- 
dition indicates that surface wash- 
ings are entering without proper 
filtration.
